New Yt»rk, October o. — A copiiHis precipitatitm 
(luring the night i*oiiverte<l the Bright<Ni Beach 
track luto a muddy canal. A high-clasa program 
of six races, albeit lacking in stake features, was 
s|K*iled. The warm, clear weather attracted the 
irsual big off-day crowd. Far West, carrying top 
weigiit, 12t> pounds, and the most improved horse 
in training captured the mile and a quarter handi- 
cap. This horse was destined for a steeplechaser by 
his present owner Grant Hugh Browne, but Mr. 
Bn»wne has changed his mind and the big Montana 
four-vear-old will be entered in next year's impmrt- 
aut handicaps. 

Tile sewud of tlie season’s steeplechases for three- 
> ear-olds excdusivaly. brought disaster to the specu- 
lators. T, S. Martin, carrjing a fortune in wagers, 
KtumbliHl at the lirst fence aud jockey Gallagher 
was sent tiying over the horse’s head. Realm’s bad 
blunder gave Commodore Fontaine sufficient advan- 
tage to win. 

Wliether inteutioually or not. the habit of boys 
wearing numbers where they cannot be seen in gal- 
lops preliminary to a race has again become pre- 
valent. A large number of tlio horses that worked 
today could not be ideiititied liecause their numbers 
faced to the front instead of to tlie side. Many 
liettors do not s|>eculate until they have seen the 
various hors4>s warm up. 

To prevent a re|K*tltion of the ^rouble liiat oc- 
curred ou Tuesday when George S. Davis was favor- 
ite in a race, although a non-starter, John Cavanagh 
now lias a man make the circuit of the ring before 
each race, uiiuounciug that all the horses have 
weighed iu. Until that time tlie layers are not 
sup^>o«cd to put up any odds aud those who do will 
be IieJd responsible for any losses they may incur. 

.\ new starting apparatus develoi>ed by J. Flynu 
will 1>e given a trial at the Reluioiit Park meetfiig. 
It moves eighty feet on a trolley before it springs 
away from the horses and iu that manner a moving 
start can be effected. 

G. B. Morris returned to Gravesend today with 
his string recently raced at Hamilton, Out. The 
veteran horseman will leave for San Francisco in 
three weeks aud will coniine his winter campaiguiug 
exclusively to Oakland.

MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB S NEW RACETRACK. 

Secretary Riggs Announces the Plans — Location at 
Halethorpe, Seven Miles from Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md.. October .j. — Plans for the new 
track to be built by the Marylaud Jockey Club at 
Halethorpe, seven miles out of Baltimore, ou the 
Bultiuiorc &, Ohio aud Pennsylvania railroads to 
Washington, are announced. Tlie locution is ad- 

mirable. and as soon as fliiaucial arrangements are 
cunipleti*d work will begin. At this point the 
Baltimore & Ohio lias Tour tracks, and the Peiuisyl- 
vania cros.«es a quarter of a mile south of the 
station. The Baltimore &. Ohio will put iu all 
needed sidiugs. and will erect a stati<m from wliich 
initrous can step directly into the grandstand. The 
Pennsylvania will also put iu sidiugs. 

The projierty includes 2Ut> acres, wliieli the Balti- 
more A Ohio company will lease for fifteen years 
for a year, just half of what is paid for 

Pimlk'o. An option is given for tlie purchase of 
the tract at $c5Ut> an acre. Tiic plans iucludc a mile 
and MU eighth track. 10b feet on the stretch and 
eighty on the turns, witli a (JoO-foot radius and a 
seven eighths chute. This cun be constructed for 
Il’c.OOO. There is no grading of eonseiiueuce to ix; 
done. The graiidstuud as pluiiut'd will seat 3..>tN>. 
A $20.tKH) clubhouse is piajiiied. The dtX) stalls are 
to cost WO.OOO. paddock and the total 

expenditure arranged is $183.tJ00. 

The club proi>oses to increase its capital stock 
from $80,000 to $a00,000, with shares at $100 par. 
There Is now' oulj' $22,000 capital stock out. If 
the club realizes on the old Maryland Agricultural 
aud Mechanical Associstiou note, which cost it $20.- 
it will be some $37,000 to the good. It has a 
lease on Pimlieo until next spring. 

”We propose to make the enterprise |>of>ular. and 
If we would allow It, the stock would be bought 
in a minute bj* New Yorkers.” says {secretary Higgs. 
“We plan to keep the stock in Baltimore, and I 
think we will succeed. The last three meetings at 
Pimlico netted a profit of over $1,000 a day. We 
can count on two meetings, of fifteen days each, 
under the 4iew laws passed last winter, aud the 
club cau easily earn 10 per cent. 1 expect to see 
Baltimore boom from now' on.”

It was won by El Otros, which received ^ 
strong support all through the betting. .Mountain ( 
gave the colt an excellent ride avoiding the stiff early t 
pace aud bringing him away at the end in a de- S 
termiue<i finish. Devout, the favorite, appears to I 
have gone stale. Don DOmo’s price receded to n t 
degree that gave rise to rumors that there was ^ 
‘‘nothing doing” with him. These doubters were not t 
a little surprised that he went away with a burst » 
of speed that forced Omar Khayyam into defeat and | 
lusted long euough to finish in third position. 

Missouri Lad, a much improved colt, aud <*on- 
sidereil a Derby prospect, was a pronounced choice for 
the condition purse over Princess Orna. The Hayes* 
mare, under a strong ride, w’on a good race. The ' 
sm’prise of the race was the foi’ward running of The 
Clausmau. which not only displayed an abundance of 
speed, but a good deal of gazueuess.

ROY A. RAINEY’S HORSES OWE HIM MUCH. 

In Hands of Billy Garth It Is Expected They Will 
Make Good— Garth Leads Trainers. 

New York. Octol>er 5. — The three horses trans- 
ferred by Roy A. Rainey from tlie liamls of trainer 
“Bub” May to trainer Billy Garth are Horace E., 
Sir Wilfred aud Computer. It is understood that 
Mr. Garth will not start either of the horses again 
this year, but will shortly send them to his farm 
in Virgina, where they are to lie wiiitereil. These 
three hoi*ses cost Mr. Rainey $r)l,200 aud they have 
returned him iu prizes just $1,265. After Horace 
E.’s victory in the Memphis Stakes at Montgomery 
Park, he paid Barney Schreiiier $25,000 for the son 
of Bannockburn. For Sir Wilfred he paid $16,200 
at the auction of the C. E. Duruell lioi'ses at Bel- 
mont Park, April 21. and he gave Fred Littlefield 
$10,000 for Computer after that big son of Ck>mpute 
scored his victory over Buthmuria and Campaigner 
at Beuuings, March 28. 

It is true tliat this trio have appeared in the 
colors of Mr. Ramey only six times, but there is a 
geuexal feeliug amoug horseuieu hereabouts that 
had they lx?eii better handled they would have been 
more frequently raced and w'ould have given their 
young owner a more respectable I’eturn for his in- 
vestment. However, they are good horses aud iu 
the hands of a man like Garth, it is expected tliat 
next season they will show decided improvement. 
Sir Wilfred is the only one that has won for Mr. 
Rainey. He sc*ored iu a purse race at Belmont Park, 
May 12. That w'as his only start in the coloi-s of . his 
new owner and the race netted him $815. Computer 
was second at Gravesend May 24 and euriied $2Uo. 
His next and last start was at {Saratoga, August 13. 
He finished last. Horace E. got $50 third money at 
Saratoga, was unplaced in the Futurity and was 
given $‘2«>J third money in the Autumn Stakes 
through the disqualification of Dinua Keu at Sheeps- 
head Bay, September 11, bis last start. 

Ill the matter of races won. Garth has achieved 
nioi’e than any other trainer in America this year. 
He liegaii racing at Beunings in March aud has sent 
to |K»st tlie winners of slx^’-eight races. Herman 
Brandt, who trains mie division of Barney Sehreib- 
er’s stable, is second on the list with fifty-seven 
wiiiiiiug races. His record dates from January 1. 
A. J. Joyner, William Walker and I'raiik Hanlon 
each have saddled fifty -five w'inners, Mr. Joyner, 
however, did not begin racing until the seasou 
opened at Aqueduct. 

JOCKEY B. MILLER DIES OF HIS INJURIES. 

Charles Verplank, Former Jockey, Also Expires at 
Louisville— Reported Dead Two Years Ago. 

Louisville, K.r., October 5. — Jockey B. Miller, whose 
skull was fractured when Dresden fell with him at 
Churchill Downs .vesterday, died in the City Hos- 
pital last night. Miller hud been riding for several 
seasons. His home was at 8t. George. Staten Is- 
land. where his remains were shipped tonight. The 
Americaq Turf Association wUl defray all ex- 
penses. 

Charles Verplank (Mwikey Charlie), a well known 
figure on racetracks, and one time rider, died last 
night in the City Hospital. Horsemen will defray 
his burial expenses. In the earl>’ part of 1905 it 
was repeated that Verplank had died W'bile at Hot 
Springs. Judge Murphy, who was then presiding at 
Essex Park, telenaphed Secretary Woodruff of the 
Western Jockey Club, for permission to bury him at 
the expense of the W’estem Jockey Club. Tlie 
permissiou was readily granted, but Verplank 
showed up in a lively state the next day.
